With Congo Cannibals. 

We have heard much of late about Stanley's Rear- 
guard. Day after day the papers have been filled 
with unseemly quarrels as to what was Major 
Barttelot's behaviour when left behind by Stanley, 
and soon and so on. Mr. Herbert Ward was one of 
the Rear-guard. Jameson, who is now accused 
(seemingly on the strength of a false report by a 
known liar) of conniving at cannibalism in order 
that he might sketch the operations, died in his 
arms. Mr. Ward, however, has written the only 
book which does not deal with controversial matter. 
Save only a line in the preface, in which he says 
that Stanley, in ** In Darkest Africa," is 


Unjust to his Rear-guard, 


there is scarcely anything about the expedition, 
except, indeed, at that point where Ward was 
detached by Major Barttelot on the expedition down 
the Congo River, which makes up a small portion of 
the book before me—‘‘ Five Years with the Congo 
Cannibals” (Chatto and Windns). Unfortunately, 
there are conflicting opinions upon the action of the 
Rear-guard. ‘‘ No doubt," says Mr. Ward, * Mr. 
Stanley suffered a great shock upon learning the sad 
tale of Yambuya with its hundred graves, but in 
‘Darkest Africa’ he takes much too harsh a view 


| of a portion of his expedition that endured great 


hardships while doing their best. Of the five officers, 


two 
Lost Their Lives 


in his service, and a third contracted illnesses from 
which it is doubtful whether he will ever fully recover. 
What does Mr. Ward say, now that Stanley has gone 
on to describe the two dead officers as unmitigated 
scoundrels, and has called the invalid a coward and 
a few equally agreeable names ? ‘Truly Messrs. Ward 
and Bonny, the remaining officers, are between the 
devil and the deep sea. But I am not going to write 
about this matter further, as Mr. Ward’s book is 
mainly occupied with other and with really more 
important subjects. After Stanley founded the 


Congo Free State, 


one of 
the stations in 1885. To enter into 
alliance with the chief necessitated the 
ceremony of blood brotherhood—that is 
to say, that in presence of hundreds 
of the savages an incision was madein 
Ward’s arm and in that of the chief, 
and the blood of both was intermingled. 
This is only one of the curious cere- 
monies witnessed by the author and 
described in his fascinating book. Many 
will want to know something about the 
cannibalism. ‘f Almost weekly," he 
says, ‘‘some savage act of cannibalism 
would be brought to my notice, and I 
know that I should never have far to 
seek to find my friends of to-day in- 
dulging in a light repast of the limbs 
of some unfortunate slave, slain for 
1efractory behaviour, or 
Banqueting upon the Bodies 

of the enemies slaughtered in some 
recent conflict. All was flesh that came 
to their net; and if a slave, captured in war, or 
sold into bondage by a neighbouring people, be- 
came ‘‘uppish”’? and discontented with his walk 
in life, the remedy was simple. They no longer 
troubled him to continue treading a path which 
proved a weariness to the flesh. The pot became his 
destination. A slave boy had been permitted to 
engage himself to work in the station of the agent at 
Bangala, of the Belgian Trading Company. After s 
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time he absented himself during working hours 
without the permission of the agent, who com- 
plained to the boy's master, a small chief in 
the neighbouring village, informing him at the 
same time that he was a lazy fellow and not worth 
much. A day or two later the chief told the trader, 
with evident satisfaction, that the boy would not 
trouble him again, as he had killed him with a thrust 
of his spear; and the white man's horror was in- 
creased when, on the following day, the ohief's son, 


a youngster of sixteen or seventeen years of age, | 
came swaggering into the station and nonchalantly | 


remarked that—'*'l'hat slave-boy was very good 
eating— 
He was Nice and Fat." 

One of the most interesting portions of the book is 
taken up with the ivory-hunting question. Each 
tusk, we are told, costs ten human lives, and in the 
picture, dear reader, you will see the way your ivory- 
handled brush or your billiard-ball came across the

not eat, of the burning alive, and other tragedies 
which were common in books of travel of a century 
ago, and which surely ought to have been outgrown 
by this time even in the least explored parts of the 
world.

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LOSS OF H.M.S. SERPENT. 


H.M. cruiser Serpent was wrecked off Cape Buey, 
near the village of Camarifias, 
coast of Spain, on Monday, the 10th inst. 


sailors managed to reach the shore. The Serpent 
was a new ship, built and launched at Devonport, and 
was à handsome vessel of 1700 tons and 4500-horse 
power. This was her first voyage. She was a 
cruiser of the third class, and was commissioned at 
Devonport on June 24 last for service on the West 
Coast of Africa, to relieve the Archer on that station. 
She would have left England soon after that date, 
but in her trial trips considerable difficulty was 
experienced with her machinery, and she was 
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detained for some time in consequence of several 
mishaps. She left Plymouth after the gale had 
subsided which caused so much damage along our 
coasts, and was under orders to call at Grand Canary, 
St. Vincent, and Sierra Leone, en route for Accra.
